Folia sessilia obovata vel 
flabelliformia apice rotundata basi cuneata 3-5 mm longa 2.5-4.5 mm lata, dent- 
ibus utrinque 1 rarius 2. Bracteae obovatae, paulum crassae 4-10 mm Iongae 

3- 10 mm latae, apice rotundatae basi late cuneatae glandulosae, utrinque dentibus 
2. Flores axillares brevistipitati ca 0.5 mm longi. Calyx 3-5.5 mm longus 
irregulariter 4-lobatus, lobis ovatis apice obtusis reflexis margine et nervos 
glandulosis. Corolla alba purpureo-striata parva dorso 3.5-5.5 mm longa, labio 
inferore trifido, lobis bifidis. Stamina didynamia, filamentis longis 2.2-2.5 mm 
longis, brevibus 1.5-1.7 mm longis.
